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THE HORROR OF 
KIEV 


Coid-blooded Murder of 


70,000 Jews 


The poignant story of Mendel Chaimson, “ the 
last Jew in Kiev,” was told three weeks ago in these 
columns. Revolting details have now been revealed 
of the way in which 70,000 of his Jewish fellow- 
citizens perished at the hands of the Nazis in one of 
the most cold-bleoded mass murders ever perpe- 
trated. 

Shortly after the Germans captured Kiev in Sep- 
tember, 1941, all the Jews in the city were ordered 
to report at a spoi close to the Jewish cemetery car 
Babi Yar (Wives Gully), and to bring their valuables 
with them. The Jews, believing they were to be 
deported, went to the appointed place. They were 
mmediately marched off to Babi War, where they 
were ordered to hand over their possessions and strip 
to the waist. 

They were then-forced to mount a raised platform, 

where they were machirice-gunned, As fast as a 
batch of Jews was shot, they were flung into a ravine 
and buried, although many had only been wounded 
and were still struggling. 


Destroying the Evidence 


As the victorious Russians advanced towards Kiev 
the Germans took fright, and set about destroying 
the evidence of their foul crime. Last August, they 
forced 300 Russian prisoners of war to exhume the 
bodies. The near-by Jewish cemetery was pillaged of 
its gravestones and iron gratings which were converted 
into makeshift furnaces. In these the disinterred 
bodies were cremated. 

Three of the men told off to carry out this grue- 
some task were Jewish Red Army officers, Efima 
Vilkis,- Leonid Ostrovski, and Viadimir Davidov. 
The first of them has told how, in thé first. huge 
furnace they constructed, 3,800 were burned. In 
the next, there were 1,500 bodies. 

After 36 hours, the bodies were reduced to ashes, 
and prisoners were then made to pulverise the bones, 
and even to sift the ashes for gold teeth. 

When all the bodies had been disposed of, the 
prisoners were ordered to build a new furnace. They 
realised that this was intended for them and deter- 
mined efforts were made to escape. _ The lock of 
their prison was forced and, despite the murderous 
machine-gun fite of the Nazis, severa managed to 
get away. 7 


M.C. FOR GALLANTRY IN 
ITALY 


Family Record of War Service 


Captain Leslie Maurice Dale, Royal Fusiliers, has 
been awarded the Military Cross for gallant and 
distinguished services with the C.M.F. in Italy. 

Captain Dale, who is 29, is 
the youngest son of Mrs. P. 
Dale, of 120, Mayfield Drive, 
Caversham, Reading, and the 
late Mr. Nathan Dale. He 
volunteered in June, 1940, 
‘and gained his conimission 
at Sandhurst in March, 1941. 

Before the war he was an 
ardent worker for the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade; he was asso- 
ciated with the Southwark 
Company and founded, and 
eventually commaaded, the 
Woolwich Company, 

Going to the Middle East 
in 1942, he took part in 
General Montgomery's Tuni- 
sia. campaign and then the Sicilian and Halian 
campaigns. 

Captain Dale has five brothers and three sisters. and 
nearly all of them and their mother are cngagecd in some 
form of national servite. The eidest brother is Flying Officer 
E. Dale, R.A.P.V.R., who is serving with the A.T.C.; the 
sccond. Driver Dale. R.A.S.C., who is 36 and who 
volumtecred in 1941, has just been discharged on medical 
grounds; Albert (36). who is in the N.F.S., is a well-known 
athlete who has won many trophies for running, boxing, and 
athletics; Pilot Officer Bert Dale, R.A.F. (34), volunteered 
in 1941 Gad was commissioned this year (he was recently 
injured during training): Jack (32) is in the N.F.S.: Captain 
Dale's twin sister, M Doris Sinclair, is a Scoutmistress 
and is secretary of the Sunbury-oh-Thames company Sca 
Cadet Corps: another sister, Mrs. Ada Kay. is a W.VS.

Perils of Anti-Semitism 


’ His Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury presided, 
and gave an impoftant address, at a meeting of the 
Council of Christians and Jews which was held on 
Wednesday at Bloomsbury House. 


The meeting was attended by prominent Jews 
and Christians. 


The Archbishop moved the following resolution, 
which was submitted under the heading of “ Perse- 
cution of European Jewry 


* That this Council of Christians and Jews shbres the 
universal horror at the policy of extermination of Jewry in 
certain Epropean countries. and the outrages on humanity 
which have been. afd are being, perpetrated against Jews 
and others on the Continent The Council! freasserts its 
behei in the sacredness of human fife and in the equality of 
all men before God, principles which are common to both 
Judaism and Christianity. and utterly condemns the denial 
to any section of mankind of their fundamental haman 

The Council of Citvfistians and JIews wufees A wider 
recogmiion of the challenge presented to the peapte of this 
country bY anti-Semitism and its exploitation, and proclaims 
the duty of all persons of goodwill to exert every effart.to 
counteract amy manifestation of group prejadice of imioter- 
ance and to promote the fullest co-operation beween 


Christians and Je ws ih all matters relatitg to the wellare of. 


the community. 


The Council, recalled His Grace, was formed in 
face of a great outrage that was being perpetraicd 
upon a certain proportion Of the human race, That 
outrage, perpetrated by the Nazi rulers of Germany, 
had betn increasing in horror year by year and 
it had declared itself quite plainly as a policy. not 
only for the suppression of Jews in Germany, for 
the configcation of their goods, 
extermination of the race at least over wile areas. 


The Spirit of Indignation 


“It is a horror,” he declared, “ such as history 
does not record for many centuries past, and it ts 
of the wimost importance that we should keep in 
full view what if is that is bemg- carried on bdetore 
our eyes and that we should deliberately Keep alive 
the spirit of indignation and compassion which 
ought to be aroused by contemplation of such facts 
as. theee~’ 

They stood for the sacredness of human life for 
all persons and all races and the equality of all men 
before God. 

On the subject of anti-Semitism, the Archbishop 
said they needed also to deliberaie on it in then 
own country for it was not completely absent from 
among them and it did show its tgly face from 
time to time.

WAR CRIMINALS 
Lord Vansittart’s Warning 


The Lord Chancellor (Viscount Simon) replied 
in the House of Lords on Tuesday to a debate raised 
by Lord Vansittart, who asked whether the Govern- 
ment intended to take any steps to ensure that no 
German criminal should find asylum in any neutral 
and also inquired what steps were being 
taken by them to identify war criminals already in 
their power, or within their reach. 

Lord Vansittart, in reviewing the position, said 
there was a grave realisation that all criminals, how- 
ever great their number or small their stature, could 
not be allowed to remain alive and at liberty, and 
there was a growing determination to see to ft that 
they did not, number of the war criminals 
was ion. He had already pointed out that it 
would be necessary for these reasons, not only of 
justice and security but of pure humanity, to liqui- 
date the entire Gestapo and death's-head guards at 
the concentration camps. re might be excep- 
tions here and there, but broadly speaking al! those 
men were not only guilty but atrociously guilty and 
we ourselves should be war criminals if we allowed 
them to remain alive and at liberty. In his list he 
also included all those guilty of mass slaughter by 
the systematic starvation of conquered nations. We 
should have to go a little further and include 
amongst the guilty not only those who had occupied 
territories but actually perpetrated massacres, 
incendiarism, rape, and slaughter, but also those on 
the home front—and the record of the German home 
front was an abominable one—who had been guilty 
of brutality to prisoners and slaves. Above all, we 
musi take account of those involved in the unspeak- 
able horrors of enforced prostitution. Lord Van- 
sittart said that the European figure for people 
destroyed was now twenty million. It took scores 
of thousands of murderers to execute 20,000,000. 

Pity the Poor Agents ! : 

Lord Maugham doubted whether it. would be 
wise, or whether it would, in the long run, be 
thougit to be justice, to try.a common soldier fors 
obeying an order of his military officer to fire. He 
believed it would be a great mistake for this country 
to attempt to try the legions of criminals. A far 
more important matter to his.mind was the restora- 
tion of those countries who had suffered such terrible 
injuries at the hands of the Germans 

The Archbishop of York said that never in the 
whole history of the world had cruelties been com- 
mitted on'such a wholesale scale as during the last 
three or four years. If we were to adopt uncon- 
ditionally the policy which Lord Vansittart had put 
in front of us, it would mean that for many years 
after the war we should have to be shoating people 
in Germany. Our people in Britain would not stand 
for indiscriminate executions. He agreed that those 
who had committed great crimes and were clearly 
responsible for the crimes which had been com- 
mitied, should be brought to punishment. It was 
justice that demanded it, and by their punishment 
we should show that the conscience of the Allied 
Nations to-day regarded those crimes as truly 
and hateful

keep clearly in mind the distinction between the 
inner ring of political leaders who must take full 
responsibility for the awful barbarities m this war 
and secondly the large number of peopl¢ who had

who was admitted any right at ait to say “ Here I 
am and here I stay.” Even if the State had admitted 
him, the State was perfectly at liberty to eject him, 
although there was no absolute treaty to eject, 
unless a treaty of extradition applied. He took 
the view that whatever might be the formal right 
of the sovereignty of a neutral State, if a State which 
shared, in the language of the Teheran Declaration, 
the determination to co-operate “in heart and 
mind dedicated to the climination of tyranny and 
slavery, oppression and intolerance,” would 
certainly expect that State neither to receive nor 
keep a war criminal 


GUARDIANSHIP OF REFUGEE 
CHILDREN 


Bill Introduced in Lords 


The House of Lords gave the Second Reading 
on Tuesday to the Guardianship (Refugee Children) 
Bill. The Earl of Munster, moving the Bill for 
the Government, said that as a result of the war 
or in consequence of the persecution which had been 
pursued by certain Continental Powers, there were 
in this country to-day 12,500 children of both sexes, 
who had arrived here without their ‘parents and were 
being cared for in various ways. The Refugee 
Children Movement, whose Chairman was Lord 
Gorrell, was responsible for some 8,000 children. 
The Czechoslovak Refugee Trust Fund was main- 
taining about 400 Czech children, and the National 
Joint Committee for Spanish Relief was responsibic 
for 400 children who had not been able to be sent 
back to Spain, The Minister of Health and the 
Secretary tor Scotland were jointly responsible for 
3,500 from the Channel Isles and a small number 
of unaccompanied .children from Gibraltar, Legis- 
lation was necessary to empower the Secretary o! 
State to appoint a guardian of any person who was, 
for the time being, in the country, provided that that 
person arrived in the United Kingdom at any time 
after 1936 in consequence of war, or of relimious, 
racial, or political persecution and had not, at the 
iwne of arrival, attained the age of 16, and that no 
paremt of the child was in the United Kingdom. 

Lord Munster added that a large majority of the 
children. were of. Jewish extraction. The Jewish 
authorities welcomed ‘this means of settling the 
dispute that sometimes occurred as to the religious 
upbringing of Jewish refugee children.

The Education White Paper 


A statement on the Government's White 
for educational reconstruction and its proba 
effects on Jewish education was made by the Jewish 
Education Officer, Dr. Nathan Morris, at a meeting 
of the Jewrsh Religious jous Education Board at Woburn 
House last week N._ Lucas presided. 

Dr. Morris said he believed. that one of two 
things might happen as a result of the White Paper. 
It might mean a major siride forward in Jewish 
education, which would change radically its form 
as well as its quality. It might also mean a major 
loss of opportunity for them which would result in 
a perhaps permanent, sctback. 

One of the proposals of this White Paper was that 
education was no longer to be regarded as divided .

Hitherto, continued Dr. Morris. & was not

Solomon’s Tour of the Middle East 


Solomon. the famous pianist, has made a notable 
contribution to the cultural pleasure of the United 
Nations Fighting Forces by a visit which he recently 

id to North Africa,. the 

iddle East, and Palestine. 

It was a spontancous con- 
tribution (writes a JewisH 
CHRONICLE representative) 
for Solomon himsclf offer 
his services to Ensa. “I 
read in the newspapers one 


day.” he told me, “ that 
various theatrical stars had 
heen going out to North 


Africa, and thought was 
about time they were given 
some good music, too. | 

suggested to. Ensa that 
would very much like to go 
anywhere they cared to send 
me. 


Ensa accepted this generous offer with alacrity. 

Solomon told me that he had covered 8,000 miles, 
involving between 50 and 60 flying hours, and that 
he visited Algiers, Tunis, Malta, Cairo, Jerusalem, 
Haifa, Nazareth, Ismailia, and Alexandria, One 
night he played in Cairo, and flew 2,000 miles to 
play the next night in Gibraltar. He was away a 
month and although he did ao fewer than 28 con- 
certs in 25 days, he not only did not fee! ured, but 
felt extilarated the whole time. 

He played to members of all the Forces and was 
particularly happy to find all his audiences, without 
exception, lovers of classical music. 

‘One of the high lights of my visit to Palestine,” 
he continued, “was playing with the Palestime 
Symphony Orchestra.” 

Solomon 1s particularly pleased that he volun-

International Obbigation 

Mr. Hammersley stressed the fact that the Balfour 
Declaration became an imternational pledge and 
obligation. All plans for the pan-Arab Federation 
depended upon one thing—the armed force of the 
United Nations, but there was nothing in legitimate 
Jewish expectations which was hostile to the develop- 
ment of a pan-Arab Federation. 


Speaking of the Jewish problem im general, Mr. 


Hammersley said that the implementation of the 
Balfour Declaration would not of itself solve it. He 
put two further points, one, with the prime instance 
of German Jewry in mind, showing that assimilation 
was no solution except for individuals ; the other 
stressing the fieed for Jews to accept the responsibility 
as Jows—in order to combat and overcome anfi- 
Semitism—of setting even a higher standard of 
social conduct than their fellow-citizens in any country. 
The ill-treatment of Jews, he said, lay uneasily on 
conscience of the world, and every anti-social 
act of a Jew helped to put that conscience to rest.

AUSTRALIAN DEMAND FOR WHITE 
PAPER ABROGATION 


A yom resolution urging the abrogation of the 
Palestine White Paper of 1939 has been submitted. 
to the Autralian Federal Government by the Ad- 
visory Boards of the Australian Jewish communities 
m the various States; says a Melbourne message. 

The resolution stresses that the closing. of the 
doors of Palestine to Jewish immigration, as in- 
tended under the provisions of the White Paper.

In December last, Mr. Anthony Eden, tte Forcign 
in the House of Commons,

Last Sunday. during the reading of the B.B.C.* 


Home Service News Bulletin, a reference was ntade 
to this declaration and was followed by a brief and 
impressive report, “ compiled with ev 
some of the crimes committed against the Jews by 
the Nazis during the past year. 

“ Poland's geographical position,” the report 
teclared, “ has left an molated country in this 
war; a country where the Germans caf carry out 
their gee in fairly secure knowledge that 
little will leak to the outsidé world. So Poland 
has become the killing ground for Jews deported 
from all parts of Europe. 

“In January the first Jews from Bulgaria arrived 
im Poland. in February those from France; in 
March the trainloads from Greece started arriving. 
In Poland itself, the thirteenth of the month saw the 
beginning of the three-day liquidation of the Cracow 
ghetto. By the end of March it is that 
yes, one million—Jews had been 
executed or had died in Polish camps.” 

The report then dealt with the liquidation of the 
Vilma ghetto ; the wiping out of the Warsaw ghetto ; 
the removal of all but 7,000 of Vienna's 200,000 
Jews; the-deportation and massacre of Dutch 
Jews; and the brutalities of Drancy concentration 
camp. 

In September, the report son, 15,000 Jews 
were living in frightful conditions at the Velodrome 
d'Hiver, a covered bicycle racing track im Paris. 
Each was allotted one square metre of sleeping 
space. There was no water for washing, little to 
drink. The food supplied was meagre or none at 
all. Hysterical Jews pleaded with the guards: 
“ Please kill us” Some jumped from the windows. 
Epidemics swept through the camp—cespecialiy 
among children. 

The unspeakable horrors of the gas chambers in 
the infamous Treblinka Death Camp were described 
in the report: which concluded with the poignant 
remark : 

“These are some-—a few only—ol the things the 
Germans have done to the Jews of Europe.”

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CHARTER FOR MANKIND 


OF the momentous Teheran Conference one thing may 
be predicated with confidence. It will down to history 
not only as the herald of victory in g@atest war of 
all time but as the forerunner of a new and more hopeful 
effort to plant the nations on the road to peace and happi- 
ness. The threé mighty Allies have taken resolute hold 
of a formidable situation, in the determination that order 
and not chaos, progress and not reaction, shall be the 
fruits of present sacrifices. And they are Powers bound 
intimately together by the highest and truest human ideals. 
This does not mean that a trinity of dictators is in the 
future to-lord it over the human race, but that human 


. aspirations are not, in the coming years, to be baffled by 


hesitations, and confusions of counsel, There is to be 
what the last war did not bequeath us—leadership equipped 
with power. 

It. was larecly for the lack of these things, as Fieid- 
Marshal Smuts has insisted in his recent remarkable 


' gpeech, that the League of Nations failed and that ¢every- 


thing went wrong. What was everybody's business proved 
to be nobody's business and, as a consequence, ~ aggres- 
sors got away with it.” This cardinal, vital blunder ts 
not to be repeated this time. We are not to have that 
“ neace unbacked by power ” which has been proved orice 
again to be nothing but a “dream.” It has been seen to 
that, in the new organisation, as General Smuts pleaded, 
there is to be both leadership and power, “ both in ther 


‘proper place and exercising their proper function among 


the United Nations.” We have learned our lesson, and 
the voice of Smuts which was disregarded in 1919 when it 
warned us that “ peace without power is a dream,” has at 
jast been heard. 
What is the historic task to which the three major Allies 
have dedicated themselves? First, to secure an enduring 
peace. - That is viewed, be it noted, not only as their own 
responsibility, but as that of all the United Nations—to 
create a peace that will command the good will of she 
overwhelming masses of the peoples of the world and 
banish the scourge and terror of war for many generations. 
In this resplendent purpose the co-operation and active 


participation will be sought of all nations, large and, small, 


whose peoples in heart and mind are dedicated to the 
elimination of tyranny and slavery, oppression and intoler- 
ance. They will be welcomed as they may choose to come 
into a world family of democratic nations. As for those 
nations and peoples who are too sodden in Nazism to shed 
its racial “ oppression and intolerance,” they must, until 
they #iffer a change of heart, remain outside—with all the 
consequences that will entail. As Jews we greet this with 
profound satisfaction, this righteous limitaven on. one of 
the Four Freedoms which laid down the principle of non- 
interference in other nations’ internal affairs. It is, of 
course, a limitation on licence rather than on freedom. 
it-is further enforced in the final paragraph of the Tcheran 
Declaration: “* We look with confidence to the day when 
all peoples of the world may live free lives, untouched by 
tyranny and according to their varying desires and their 
own consciences.” - Our emphasis but reflects the signifi- 
cance which these words must possess for every Jewish 
reader. 
Failing those elementary liberties there will be no lasting 
peace. @Failing, too, let it be strongly emphasised, the 
exemplary punishment of the present war-conspirators and 
their wholesale assassins —including the scoundrels involved 
in. “the unspeakable horrors of enforced prostitution,” to 
quote Lord Vansittart's words in Tuesday's House of Lords 
debate—the temptation to shady adventurers and their 
acguiescent peoples to start new wars will be such as to 


- convert “ freedom from fear” into a nightmare of anxiety. 


This is no idle warning. There are plenty of people with 
short memories, and others who will, quite innocently, 
want to forget, to say nothing of those who, like Lord 
Simon. concentrate their efforts upon the drawing of a 
distinction between the inner ring of political leaders and 
their no less brutal agents. Before we get sanity in 
Germany, as Lord Vansittart has cautioned us in a 
memorable phrase, there will have to be a considerable 
amount of sanitation. It is not anly the leaders who must 
be dealt with but their willing tools. If these are let off 
lightly, they will stand ready to lend themselves to fresh 
crimes, and the peace-makers will start under a grievous 
and perhaps calamitous handicap. Note carefully: Those 
who most vociferously denounce this insistence upon the 
execution of justice-—-as distinct, of course, from the 


utterers of wise warnings against anything like revenge— | 


are invariably the very people who have consistently sup- 
ported the Nazi regime as far as they dared and sought 
to cover up or minimise its vilest acts. 

That important caveat aside, the Teheran Declaration 
does Open up new vistas of hope, and justifies by that much 
the suffering of the presént conflict. It is a hope in 
which Jews-—the greatest victims of the holocayust— 
have good reason to share. - And if the hope materialises 
a golden day in Jewish history will indeed have dawned,

Yet it is not these considerations that will most influence 
and affect our people as they contemplate Teheran’s 
“ Charter of Humanity” and its glowing ideals. “ Free 
lives for all peoples according to their varying desires and 
their own consciences.” One of the strongest, possibly the 
strongest, of Jewish desires is to be genuinely free in a 
land of their own-—their land consecrated by a Divine 
promise, more binding on Jewish conscience than any dis- 
position of man. Yes, we yearn for this by no means only, 
or even mainly, for reasons of physical security, but 
because of the promptings of our “ consciences.” General 
Smuts tells us that. he looks upon the British Empire and 
Commonwealth as “the best missionary enterprise that has 


been launched for a thousand years,” and as “a mission 


to mankind of good will, good government, and human 
co-operation, a mission of freedom and human helpful- 
ness in the perils that beset our human lot.” And so he 
would have this Commonwealth and Empire endure. And 
he is right. But there is a missionary enterprise that was 
launched many centuries before—the mission that was 
given at the foot of Sinai and carried on by the God- 
inspired words of the Hebrew prophets. It, too, was a 
mission of good will and human co-operation, of freedom 
and human helptuiness, and it preached the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man. It is this mfssion and 
its teachings which underlie and inspire the British ideals, 
and true patriots cannot, and dare not, forget it. Jews ask only 
40 be able to lend their unique help in its realisation; under 
the only conditions of real freedom which can make their 
contribution truly effective, for the glory of God and the 
blessing of mankind—on their own Jewish soil. That, and 
no mere secking of a refuge from persecution, is the 
crowning motive which compels gur Palestine striving. 
Can Britain and the rest of the framers of the better new 
world afford, in the light of past. history, to spurn ‘this 
assistance from the people of Israel, to neglect this 
To do so would be the last and the 
crowning blunder in the long tale of political errors which 
humanity has to mourn. 


A DILEMMA OF FEARS 


THe two articles on the Palestine situation which appeared 
in THe Times last week from the pen of a special corre- 
spondent lately in Jerusalem revealed in general an objectivity 
rarely found in the handling of this subject, though one or 
two touches on the part of the writer, of not too friendly a 
character, seem to show how difficult he found the attainment 
of total detachment. In the main, the ground covered was 
already familiar, relating, as it did, to the particular difficulties 
which differentiate Palestine from other countries in the Middle 
East. In one passage, however, the author, quoting a former 
High Commissioner, summed up the present position as one 
complicated by two fears. One of these he described as the 
fear of the Arabs of being handed-over ultimately to a Jewish 
majority which, they imagine, will push them into the desert; 
the other, the fear of the Jews that, should they find themselves 
at the mercies of an Arab minority, they would, in accordance 
with the threat of the Palestine Arab leaders, be pushed into 
the sea. In both cases the occasion presumably would arise 
when Britain renounced further responsibility for the country, 
and washed her hands of it. So far as the Jews are concerned, 
they have good reason for their fears, since on dozens of 
occasions, and even under the so-called protection of British 
government during the dark years of “ appeasement,” they 
have been gratuttously and murderously set upon by the Arabs, 
despite the fact that not one case of Jewish violent aggression 
against Arabs is on record. The case for the Arab alarm, 
however, is based on no such experience and seems to rest 
principally on a fear conjured up by their inciters, and confirmed 
by their own primitive judgment of probable Jewish behaviour 
according to their own Arab standards. Again and again the 
Zionists have proclaimed a policy of complete civic equality for 
the local Arab population. That this is sincerely meant may be 
inferred from the profound truth that any contrary course would 
be a negation of all Jewish ideals and would be repudiated indig- 
nantly by every Jewish Community outside Palestine. In 
point of fact, the whole history of modern Palestine is incon- 
sistent with the alleged Arab alarms. This is convincingly 
proved by the admission in one of THe Times articles that 
the Arab population has nearly doubled in the last twenty 
years, that is to say during the period of intensive Jewish 
immigration. Concurrently there has been an astonishing 
improvement in the Arab standard of living in Palestine, and 
in both respects the progress has far outstripped anything 
achieved in other Arab countries. These two -startling facts, 
the colossal increase in Arab population and the extraordinary 


rise in the Arab standard of living, completely refute the 


wicked misrepresentation whereby anti-Zionism is fostered in 
this country on the ground that Zionism means “ pushing the

A SUGGESTED SOLUTION : 


Many close observers on the spot confirm the opinion that 
the fear of the Jew among the Arab population is really only 
a bogy sedulously created by the not altogether disinterested 
nationalists who peddle it. Colour is lent to this conviction by 
the fact that these leaders and the people who finance them 
never exhibited any concern for the welfare of the Arab masses 
until they found it convenient to raise a Jew-Arab problem. 
Taking the actual situation, however, to be as the correspondent 
in question sees it, his suggestion that a way out of the dilemma 


of supposed Arab-Jewish hostility could be found if Britain 


pledged herself to permanent responsibility for peace and 
justice in Palestine is one worthy of consideration if not of 
something more positive. It is not indeed a new one, being 
reminiscent of at least two suggestions which were canvassed 
before.the war. One of these pre-war proposals, which found 
some support in ‘Palestine Jewry and elsewhere, was that 


Britain should seek the authority of the League of Nations to 


adopt the country as a Crown Colony, perhaps as a step towards 
its ultimate development as.a British Dominion. The other, 
which concentrated on the development of Palestine in accord- 
ance with the Balfour Declaration, into a Seventh Dominion, 
is especially associated with the ever-to-be-lamented Josiah 
Wedgwood, and is just now finding ever wider acceptance. 
in any case, THe Times correspondent’s suggestion, provided 
the substance of ihe Mandatory obligations was strictly 


' observed, in the letter and the spirit, could hardly ‘be described 


as Imperialism, in the evil sense of the word, if it was able to 
secure the support of the Jews on whose especial behalf the Bal- 
four Declaration, with all its glowing implications, was issued.

THE SENIOR CHAPLAINCY 


In the much to be regretted absence, through illness, of the 
Senior Jewish Chapl!ein, Dayan Gollop, a temporary appoint- 
ment to carry on his work has been made by the Jewish War- 
Services Committee, the office in question not enjoying any 
official status: but being rather in the nature. of a com- 
munal post, This action is the subject of a solemn protest 


from the Rabbi of the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congtega- 


tions, Dr. Schonfeld, in a letier published on the opposite page. 
The present appointee, unlike the Dayan, is a Minister of the 


Liberal Synagogue, and can therefore, by no stretch of imagina- 


tion, be considered the ideal candidate for a post 90 per cent of 
whose clients belong actually of nominally to the orthodox 
fold. But he had for some time been actively assisting the 
Senior Chaplain and: had won high opinions by his work. This 
same consideration may moderate, at least in part, the objection 
taken on the ground that another and obvious choice happened 
by chance to be available in the person of the Dayan’s next 


' in seniority; ar® Orthodox Rabbi who had given distinguished 


active service in the field as Senior Chaplain in the Middle East 
and who has proved thhimself possessed of all the qualities that 
endear a Chaplain to soldiers committed to his spiritual care. 
But it cannot weigh sufficiently to remove altogether an uncom- 
fortable feeling that the matter has not been quite corfectly 


handled. Looked at, however, as a purely temporary arrange- 


ment, soon, as all must hope, to be terminated by Dayan 
Gollop’s return to health and duties, the question may not call 
for any further discussion. Should, however, a permanent 
appointment to the office have unhappily to be made, then, 
of course, there would be no shadow of excuse for proceeding 
along the lines adopted in what may well have been a 
temporary emergency, and no responsible body would attempt 
any such folly. The difficulties that might easily arise from 
the installing as Senior Jewish Chaplain of a gentleman. pre- 
sumably quite out of sympathy with the religious sentiments 
of the overwhelming majority of Anglo-Jewry are not imaginary 
or trifling. They are very real; and to ignore them would be 
to perpetrate a gaffe of which we may rest assured the directors 
of the War-Services Committee are not likely to be guilty, There 
remains the question of the length of time this office is likely 
to be in “temporary” hands—and here Rabbi Dr. Schon- 
feld’s objection increases im direct ratio to the duration of 
the present position. Chaplaincy matters are the very close 
concern of the flower of Anglo-Jewry's manhood. They can-. 
not be lightly or carelessly regarded; and any who deem the 
work of the War-Services Committee in this respect as of 
secondary importance are hopelessly out of touch with the facts. 


SOLOMON 


A worp of tribute—pianissimo, to spare his blushes—is not 
out of place in this paper to the brilliant pianist who has just 
returned from an extensive series of perfornfances to thé troops in 
North Affica and the Middle East, and who, incidentally, has 
chosen, with splendid defiance ef a certain Jewish habit, to go 
through his career under the simple cognomen borne by the wise 
Jewish King. lt was at his own stiggestion that the tour was made 
——the first time thai any famous pianist has played music of a 
serious type to the Forces “ out there.” He found that many 
of them, so far from avoiding such entertainment, were actually 
hungering for it, and so, as the music of Solomon was so 
appreciated, he was no doubt encouraged to put all his bril- 
liance and energy into his task, flying thousands of miles, 
and managing to give no fewer than 28 concerts in 25 
days—a truly magnificent achievement. One feature of 
Solomon's kindly activities, as our readers must know, is that 
his fees are frequently passed on through THe JewitsH 
CHRONICLE, to charity. Only this week he has sent a consider- 
able cheque for this purpose. He is, in fact, in the unlikely case 
of anybody not recognising it from his name, a very great Jewish

OBITUARY | 
THE REV. HARRY BORNSTEIN, C.F. 


The Rev. Harry Bornstein, whose death, while on 
active service as Chaplain in the M.E_F., is announced 
in our Roll Sf Honour this week, was a popula: 
London Minisier.. Before he was appointed Chap- 
lain two years ago he held a post at the Hampsicad 
Garden Suburb Synagogue for three and a half 
years. When a presentation was made to him on 
leaving for the Forces, tributes were paid to him 
for the way he had invigorated the cultural and 
social life of the congregation. 

The late Chaplain was born in London and edu- 
cated at the Hackney Dowgs Secondary School, 
Yeshiva Etz Chaim, Jews’ College, and Cambridge. 
His first ministerial appomtment was at Becontree. 

He served the N.W. London Synagogue from 1932 
to 1934. and the 8. E. Londen Synagogue from 1934 
to 1938: and was lecturer in history and religion at 
the Jewish Higher Education Centre. Mr. Born- 
stein took a keen interest in youth movements, par- 
ticularly the Young Mizrachi. 

“J.H.”’ writes, ina tribute: “Frank, generous, high- 
spirited, eternally boyish, Harry Bornsicin is no 
more. We who were his intimate friends must bewail 
the cruel fate which has deprived the Jewish com- 
munity of one of its gifted ministers and finest 
characters. He left a name that was beloved, All 
good causes were dear to him, but in education he 
showed a particular interest, A religious awaken- 
ing was what he wanted most to see, and he was 
engaged in producing a text-book of religion which 
is still a great desideratum.

"CHRISTIANS AND JEWS 


The Rev. W. W. Simpson, Organising Secretary of 
the Council of Christians and Jews, and Mrs. |. M. 

Sieff spoke on “ The Jewish Question as | see it” 
at a meeting of the Literary Section of the Maccabi 
Association, London, recently at ee House, 
73, Compayne Gardens, N.W. J. J. Mallon, 
C.H., Warden of Toynbee Hall, 

Mrs. I. M. Sieff said that the Churches must help 
to solve the Jewish question. The Jewish people 
had to play their part, and in @alestine they could 
make an unchailengeable contribution for the better- 
ment of mankind. 

The Rev. W. W. Simpson said that the Church 
and the Synagogue had not adjusted themselves to 
progress im other directions of thought and dis- 
covery. Christitns and Jews were at one in trying 
to grapple with the same problems. ft was their 
failure to do that which had contributed so much 
to the mess that they were in at the moment. 
Recently theré was issued in the United States a 
statement by 3) religious leaders, imecluding 
Roman Catholics. Protestants, and Jews, of what 
they conceived to be some of the fundamentals of 
lasting peace. Now that, he thought, was getting 
down to really fundamental issues. He wanted to see 
that statement paralleled by similar thinking on this 
sie of the Atlantic. They had got here the begin- 
nings of an organisation which was going to 
encourage long-range thinking as well as the shorter 
term planning whict would contribute to the solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem 

Dr. Mallon agreed with what they had heard 
about the mistaken way in which the story of the 
‘Crucifixion was taught in the schools. When they 
intermixed young Jews and Gentiles there was no 
sense of repulsion for one another until the religious 
note was struck. It was up to the Churches to help 
get rid of prejudice.

Nursing for the 
Busy Housewife 


Sound advice for treat- 
ment in “four-day ‘flu ” 


E or four-day influenza which has 

had sO many Victims recently imposes yet 

another strain on the harassed and hard- 
pressed housewife. For even if members of her 
‘amuly are only slightly unwell, she knows that upon 
prompt and efficient care depends their ultimate 
return not only to health at the moment but to a 
-ondation of fitness that will make them immune to 
‘urther attacks during the trying months of the early 
pring. 

The generally held rule that sufferers from colds 
who do mot run temperatures do not require extra 
care OF attention is misleading and often provoca- 
irve of trouble, Frequently, a patient who has a 
heavy cold, and feels thoroughly ill, but has no 
temperature, will develop one as soon as he is put 
to bed. Thus children who, even at six o'clock m 
ithe evening, May seem quite normal, will wake 
in the night with quite high temperatures of which 
ihere was fo trace when the doctor called. It is 
therefore far wiser to adopt precautionary measures 
ior everybody who, having a cold or cough, also 
complains of headaches or pains in the limbs. 

A first essential, and the great point to remember, 
is plenty of drinks. K is now quite easy to obtain fruit 
squashes, which should be diluted with either hot 
or cold water according to taste. Or, if the children 
like it, an excellent drink can be made from the 
blackcurrant purée which is on sale at most chemists 
ter children under sixteen. 

The next important consideration ts warmth and 
rest, with the matimum possible of fresh air and 
taking advantage of what sunshine is availabic at 
this.tame of year. Turn things around to find the 
sunny spot for the sufferer, and then, with a warmed 
bed and plenty of light warm coverings, throw open 
the window—uniess the weather is or very 
damp. Not only does fresh air help to kill the germs, 
it acts also as a restorative tonic and heips the 
patient's resistance to the attack. 

With both grown-ups and children avoid strong 


 *~purgative medicine, but give them as much as 


possible .of the kind of food that naturally climates 
pomons from the system. It's worth wittic spending 
your points on prunes and raisins, because both of 
these are excellent for colds and influenza. Don't 
cook the prunes, but wash them carefully and then 
pour boiling water over them add allow them to 
stand not less than twelve hours before they are 
eaten. Give’ scraped apple with sugar (or glucose) 
dusted over it in place of any kind of pudding 


Highly Strung Children 


Highly strung children often fun high tempera- 
tures and become light-headed with an attack of 
‘flu.. In this case you will obviously summon the 
doctor@as soon as possible, but in these days when 
the doctors are so busy it sometimes happens that 
a considerable time must elapse before he arrives. 
Keep the child as quict as possible, and even ii you 
feel alarmed at his condition, don't for one moment 
allow him to perceive this. Make light of his 
troubles and adopt a firm quiet aftitude. 

De not make the mistake of urging a sick child 
Lo eat or even drink, other than water or fruit drinks. 
The idea that a child who has been seedy for a day 
or so will take harm untess be drinks milk or eats 
is quite mistaken. In the present form of influenza, 
gastric symptoms are occasionally present, which 
means that some of the germs have atiected the 
tummy, and if the child is kept perfcetly still and 


-warm for a day or so without food, the anti will 


die and he will quickly get better. 

Getting the child up who has had an attack of 
‘flu is a process to which as much thought and care 
should be devoted as his nursing when he was ill. 
When his temperature has been normal for 24 hours, 
he should be encouraged to get up. during the morn- 
ing, after he has had: his breakfast in bed. He can 
stay in the room, if that is convenient and if it is 
large enough for him to run about in without always 
getting tight under the window. If the bedroom js 
nol large enough, warm the room downstairs, dress 
ihe child, wrap a rug or shawl round him, and carry 
him down, ..And insist on that first day on his 
remaining in that one room, out of draughts. 

The next day, if the weather is fine, he should get 
up aiso during ithe morning, and be dressed st: aight 
away for a quick brisk walk. After he has come 
in again he will be hardened off sufficiently to play 
about at-will in the house, and if the weather 1s 
still good after hus midday meal, he can have another 
quick airing. 

Do not worry if he ends up his attack with a 
little cough. hildren often finish a story 

nfection m this way, because the glands which have 
combated the infection become enlarged and remain 
sO lor some days after the illness has passed away. 
Fresh ait and sunshine and a liberal supply of the 
cod-liver oil will soon put him to rights, and no 
doubt your doctor will prescribe a tonic to help 

matters. along.
